THE AGES OF ANIMALS. 

The English Cyclopedia gives the follow- 
ing mode of determining the age of animals: 
“Amongst domestic animals the age may 
he judged’ of by the presence, absence, or 
change of certain organs in the body. The 
aye of the horse is known principally by the 
appearance of the incision teeth, or, as they 
ate.technically called, the nippers. In cattle 
with horns, the age is indicated mote readily 
by the growth of these instruments. than by 
the detrition and succession of the teeth. 
The deer kind, which shed their horns annu- 
ally, andin which, with the single exception 
of the reindeer, they are confined to the male 
sex, have them at first in the form of simple 
prickets without any branches or antlers ; 
hut each sueceeding year of their lives adds 
one or more branches according to the spe- 
cies, upto a certain fixed period, beyond 
which the age of the animal can only be 
guessed at from the size of the horns and the 
thickness of the burr or knob at their roots, 
which connects them with the ekull. ‘The 
horns of oxen, sheep, goats and antelopes, 
which are hollow and permanent, are of a 
very different form, and grow in a different 
manner from those of the deer kind. ‘These 
us is well known, consist ef a hollow sheath 
of horn, which covers a bony core or pro- 
cess of the skull, and grows from the root, 
where it receives each year an additional 
knob or sing, the number of whieh is the 
sure“indication of the animal’s age. Thre 
growth of the,horns in these ‘animals is by 
ne means vniform through the whole yeat; 
but the increase, at least ih temperate cli- 
mates, takes place in Spring, after which 
there is no further addition to.the following 
season. In the gow kind the horns appear 
| te grow uniformly dating the firet three years 
of the animal's life; consequentiy, up to that 
age they are perfectly smooth and without 
wrinkles, but afterwards, each succeeding 
year adds a ring to the root of the horn, so 
that the age is determined by allowing three 
years for the point or smooth part of the 
horn, and one foreach of the rings. In sheep 
and goats the smooth or top part counts but 
for one year, as the horns of these animals 
‘show their first nob or ring in the second 
year of their age ; in the antelopes they pro» 
bably follow the same rule, though we have 
very little knowledge of their growth and 
development in these animals. There are 
very few instances in which the ege of ani- 
mals belonging to other classes, ean be de- 
termined by any general rules. In birds it 
may sometimes be done by observing the 
form and wear of the bill; and some pre- 
tend to distinguish the aye of fishes by the 
appearance of their scales, but their methods 
are founded on mete hypothesis, and enti- 
tled to no confidence.”

During the year the survey of the public 
lands has been steadily prosecuted, large 
bodies of new lands brought into market, the 
wants of the emigrant fully met, and choice 
selections offered to the hardy pioneer. 

The Land System is nearly correct in 
principle. Its details need but little modifi- 
cation. During the year, 9,819,411 acres 
have been surveyed, 10,863,891 acres 
brought into market, and 1,083,495 acres 
sold. The number of land warrants issued 
up to the 30th September last was 286,043, 
of which there were then outstanding 66,947. 

The entire area of the public domain is 
estimated at 1,584,000,000 acres. Its pur- 
chase was effected at the rate of 14 41 per 
cent. per acre, amounting to $67,999,700. 
Add the Indian Reservation, valued at $4, 
250,906 and adding the cost of selling lands 
sold previous to June last, the entire cost, ex- 
cluding surveying, amounts to $88,994,015. 
The whole amount accruing from sales up 
to June 30, 1853, was $142,288,478, being 
$53,299,465 more than the cost of the whole. 
It is estimated that the net amount which 
will have been realized for them, is the sum 
of $331,181,369. 

The policy of bringing the lands into mar- 
ket at the earliest possible day is urged. 
Early attention is called to the disposition of 
the mineral lands of California, the unsettled 
business of the Pension Office, and the frauds 
upon the same The clerical force of the 
Bureau of Patents needs to be increased.

The 
Committee proposed to declare i ncompetent 
every attesting witness who has an interest in 
the Will, the advocates of the measure arguing 
that as the witnesses toa will are placed around 
a testator us the guardiars of his purpose, 
the law should render every one. utterly 
incompetent who has at the time any in- 
terest_ in the will which could bias or influence 
his condact. A different measure was*proposed 
by Mr. Hutson, in effect that a will so attested 
should not-be void, but that the interest of the 
witness should be void and he be allowed to tes- 
tity.

A bill from the Senate has just passed the 
House, making null and void ail contracts ‘en. 
tered into between students under age and 
shop-keepers. It has always been a matter of 
complaint with parents and guardians that’ 
young men sent to college were allowed unlimj- 
ed credit by merchants in Columbia, and indo- 
ced to eontract heavy debts during their college 
course. ‘The bill is intended to remedy this 
evil by rendering nul‘and void all such debts, 
whether confirmed after becoming of age or 
not ; and also to make it unlawful to issue any 
process ‘of Court predicated on such a debt, or to 
enter up judgment thereon by confession or 
otherwise. I voted for it, although dombr-, 
ing very much whether. it-wilt Bret ‘any go 
purpose. Merchants rely in ‘the contracting 
of their _accoants by ttudents, not upon the 
powers the law.may give for their collection, 
but upon the ‘honor” of the young men ;‘and 
they have practiced the plan of trusting them 
long cnough to know that their reliance is not 
often misplaced ; and I apprehend their per- 
centage is always put high enough to cover oc-" 
éasional losses.
